I was Betray'd by a Brace ot Villains : by name, 
Leman, and Haggar) upona Treaty to ſurprize Lian Regs, The 
former of theſc had been at Oxford, and there Solicited, and ob- 
tained the Promiſe of a Command at Seca; and Both of tkem were 
bound up under an Oath of Secrecy, and Fidelity, as Rank as

miſſion found about me: I was Hurry'd away, firſt to Ling , 
Thence to Loxdon z and There tranſmitted to the City- Coun- 
Martial for my Tryal. (where Two Prime men werc a Saleman, 
and an Oftler ) In this Extremity, nothing was left unſaid, rthac 
might Infame me: and with fo ſtrong a Confidence too, that 
the beſt Friends I had, were ſtagger'd at ir. 

The Commiſsion was Decry'd for Counterfeit, The Deſign, Ruſh, 
and Fooliſh : -— The Inſtrument, 3s much ;, — The Menage, worſe; 
There were two that Aſhrmed, that I Berray'd all, with the For- 
malities, How, and upon What Conditions, I was at laſt brought 
to the Bar z/ and Chargd, Furſt as a Spy, then as a Traytor, with 
all the Circumſtances of Rudeneſle, and Severity Imaginable. 
Upon thar Hearing, the Court Inclining to acquit me, It was (

—— Or, in Fine: — Let it appear that cver I cither de- 
clined any Rationall means of [{crving my Prince, my ſelf, or

During the Rule of Cremwel, there was ſmall Encouragement, 
to Form any Dcſign,unic(ſe upon his Perſon.

Party, it was {carce poſſhble to AR without Diſcovery : beſide, 
that he was Qvick and Cruell, (Two great Advantages over a 
{laviſh Pcople) His Death in 1658. opened the way moſt certain- 
ly to a Chapge, bux. That which entred upon ir, in 1 659. was of 
al others (1 thjok) the Leaſt expeRed. 

Severall of the. Old Members finding the Councell of Offi- 
cers at a Stand, (having Caſt off their new ProtcQor) Sollici- 
ted the Army to Invite their Retwrn to 4 Diſcharge of their Truſt 
as before Apr, 20. 1653. This was done, May 6 1659. and the 
next Day, (as ifthclſe Worthies had bur held their Breath, from 
53,t0 59)they Blurted out a Declaration againſt K/»gſhip,& Houle 
ot Peers, This Inſolence gave a fair Plea, and Opportunity to 
the People, and they diſpoſed themſelves to a generall Riſing 
in Avent tollowing : but the Ifſue of all depending upon the 
City ct London,where the Militia was placed in Ill Hands; much 
g00d was not to be expeRed. Sir Henry Vane had Liſted private- 
ly as many Separatilts as he Pleaſed, and the City ftood in more 
d:nger of that ſecret Faction, than of any viftble Power that ap.

E have waited for the good you have promiſed us ; 
with a ridiculous Patience : but we finde you Men of 


the 0rigivall, and to be read backward, We are for the 
Religion of the Heart, not That of the Noſe; and for the Law of 


the Land, wot that of the Swerd;we are likewilc for the Charter of 
the City, and for the Liberties of Free-borw Engliſhmen , with- 
which we are rcſolved to Stand and Fall. It is high time for us 
to look to our ſelves, when we are comming under a Guard of 
your Chuſing, and when we have onely this Choice left us, 
whether we will Adventure to deſtroy Tow to Day, or be ſure to 
be deflroyed our elves to Merrow. That's the ſhort ofthe Caſe z 
for, a Maſſacre is not onely the Deſten, but the profeſſion of the 
Party you have Armed againft us, tis their very Exchange-ralk 
at noon day , But the work will beeither too hot, or too heavy; 
for my Maſters, we are determined to ſuffer theſe affronts no. 
longer, we arc. now come to underſtand one another, The Ruine 
of the Nation s Tour Intereſt, the Peace aud Preſervation of it, Ourr, 
and the mi!chicl of it is, your deſtruQion is as Eſte, as 'tis Ne- 
ceſſar): for every Creature which either Loves God, or his Cean- 
rey, Hates You.

General Monck : The Gor» 
ycrnment being then Lodg'din © Committee of 23 Officers of 
the Army : which groſs Ulſurpation, together with the New Mi- 
litla which they had Impoſed upon the City,(Nov. 11.) put the 
Citizens upon an Abſolute Necefficy of Endeavour to Free

[en.ies of that Rabols, towards luch uf the reit,as they {eized, and 
carticd away, But this is nothing : to mike us a Compleat Sacre * 
ſice, weare to bee Burnt too : athing, not only threatred, inthe 
Paſſion of the Tumulr, but Soberly :»4424td ,, tor they heve layd 
in their Materials for the work alre2dy - (a prodigious Quantity of

but Begg,and Curſe theſe wretches*? ) The Honenr and Safety of the 
City lics at ſtake: and God lo bleſſeus, as wee'll tall rogether. 
Wee will nct liveto ſee our Wives, and Daughters rav (h'd : our 
Houſes Rifled, and our Children Beggars , that ſhill only live to 
Reproach their cowardly Fathers:and all this done too by a Pco- 
ple, which we can as eaſily deſtroy, as mention: by a Party, ſo bay- 
6.irow, and ſo Inconſiderable together, thaxs, certainly, no creature 
can be mean enough, either to ſuffer the one, or fear the ther, In 
this Exigeacy of Afﬀairs, we have found it bethour Dry and our 
Intereits to Aſſociate, and wee deſire a Bleſſing from Heaven up- 
on us, no otherwile, than as we do vVigoreaſly, and fauthfully perluc 
what we here Remonſtrate. 

Firſt ; We ds engage our ſelves, inthe preſence of Almighty G24;

This being performed, we ſhall acquieſce, inthe Enjoyment 
of thoſe Liberties, which we will not loſe but with our Lives.

He Militia of the Nation, being at preſent in good 

forwardneſle toward a ſettlement, was yet quick- 
ned by Lambert's eſcape out of the Tower , which was 
underſtood to {ignifie more than his particular Freedom 
and Safety , by reaſon that he had already refuſed Li- 
berty upon engagement to be quict. Hereupon the 
General placed four Companies of his own Regiment in 
the Tower ; and the Council of State iſſued forth a 
Proclamation againſt Lambert and l1s Complices, re- 
quiring all perſons whatſoever to beafliſtant tothe Sup- 
preſſion of them. The Citizens repair'd their Poſts and 
Chains, ſtrengthened their Guards; and (inſhort) the 
whole Nation was as vigilant as poſſible. to diſappoint 
the Grand Conſpiracy of the Phanaticks. About this 
time they made ſeveral Attempts in order to a general 
riling 3 but by the care and Conduct of the Conncil, the 
General, and the Militia, all came to nothing; the heart 
of the Deſign was almoſt broken : and yet they would 
not leave their Pamphleting.
